Reports indicating the death of 
the United Farm Workers (U FW) 
are premature. The Sacramento 
U FW is alive and well, thank you 

While its main activity 1s its 
boycott work, the Sacramento 
UFW also conducts tood drives, 
recruits organizers to work in the 
Bay Area this summer, and main- 
tains a speakers bureau 

Carrying Black Eagie flags of 
the UF W and distributing leaflets, 
pickets pound = grocery — store 
sidewalks to “reach people and get 
them not ta buy lettuce, grapes, 
and wines,” according to Duane 
Campbell, CSUS associate proftes- 
sor of education and a picket coor- 
dinator. Stores are chosen as much 
for their street visibility as for their 
customer volume. 

The boycott is a primary one, 
that is. a boycott of specific 
products—-head lettuce, grapes 
and Gallo wines. In order to obtain 
AFL-CIO support, the Farm 
Workers abandoned the secondary 
boycott, consequently the Safeway 
boycott is a thing of the past. 

Allied with raising consumer 
conscious ness is persuading hquor 
stores not to carry Gallo wines 
With this approach, Campbell 
talks with the store’s owner asking 


Claim Schedule No. 1446 on Mon- 
day, the day the business office 
alledgedly stated Kahn had reim- 
bursed the $220 

In anAS office memo, Garnson 
wrote Kahn 

“A copy of the travel request 
(attached) indicates that that meet- 
ing was to take place on May 18 
and May 1!9 

“To the best of my knowledge, 
the CSUCSPA held no meeting on 
May I8 and May 19. Could you ex- 
plain this for me and the As- 
sociated Students? I'll place you on 
the agenda for this Thursday's 
Senate meeting.” 

According to a spokesman at 
the AS business office, Kabn 
alledgedly had returned the full 
amount, stating the meeting was 
cancelled. Kahn could not be 
reached to comment on the matter 
at press deadline 

Garrison said he had no idea 
who the other person 
traveled to the Los Angeles meet- 
ing with Kahn. But he stated the 
meeting is scheduled for this 
weekend and he said Kahn had told 
hum that he would not attend the 
meeting

that Gallo products be removed 
from the shelves or simply not res- 
tocked once sold. If the store com- 
plies with the request that ts the end 
of it, as in the case of Red Carpet 
Liquors on Howe Ave 

On the other hand, if the store 
replies negatively to the proposal, 
pickets are thrown up in front of 
the building to ask customers not 
to buy the Gallo, wines. A liquor 
store near campus acquiesced to 
Campbell's original request after 
seeing 70 per cent of its Friday 
evening customers go eisewhere 

Lacking the political and 
economic muscic of more es- 
tablished unions, the boycott ts the 
chief weapon of the 10,000 member 
UFW. Aimed at the growers and 
Teamsters, its intent is to force 
secret ballot elections among the 
grape and lettuce field workers for 
their choice of umion to represent 
them 

The UFW held contracts with 
grape growers until 1973. When the 
contracts were up for renewal, the 
Teamsters came to terms with the 
growers in a matter of hours 
Previously, the growers had been 
negotiating with the UFW for 
weeks. The workers were not con- 
sulted in the decision to switch 
unions

Investigation into Vesco 
Heroin Involvement 


(ZNS) Senate investigators are 
looking into the possibility that the 
Nixon administration may have 
stopped an international narcotics 
investigation in order to impede 
the prosecution's case against John 
Mitchell and Maurice Stans. 

The investigation in question 
centers around Frank Peroff, a 36- 
year-old former narcotics informer 
for the U.S. Customs Department 
and the Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration. 

Peroff has charged that the drug 
agency last fall suddenly halted its 
investigation into an_ alleged 
$300,000 heroin smuggling ring 
when it learned that Robert Vesco 
might be involved 

Peroff has given investigators 
tape recordings of conversations he 
held with Mafia members in Mon- 
treal last summer. Those recor- 
dings allegediy link Vesco as the 
financier behind the smuggling 
scheme

Peroff testified that the drug 
agency had planned to provide a 
Lear jet to be flown to Costa Rica 
to pick up $300,000; the jet would 
then be routed to Europe to pick up 
the heroin, Peroff stated; the plane 
would then return to the United 
States, where drug agents would 
subsequently arrest those involved, 
his testimeny disclosed. 

Shortly after officials learned 
that Vesco was the money ‘man 
behind the smuggling scheme, 
Perolf testified, the D.E.A. pian to 
trap the heroin smugglers was ab- 
ruptly cancelled. 

The Washington Post reports 
that investigators on Senator 
Henry Jackson's permanent inves- 
tigations subcommittee have con- 
firmed. independently, many of 
Perotf's charges 

The Post adds that had the plan 
been carried off, and had Vesco 
been involved in the scheme, then 
Vesco “might have committed an 
offense for which he could have 
been extradicted from Costa Rica 
back to the U.S 

This means, says the Post, that 
Vesco could have been.brought to 
trial in the recent New York Mit- 
chell-Stans case in which the two 
defendants were acquitted 
Following the New York trial. 
Chiet Prosecutor John Wing said 
that Mitchell and Stans would 
have been convicted “if we could 
have gotten Vesco back.” 

The Post reports that the Senate 
subcommittee will call Prosecutor 
Wing as a witness behind closed | 
doors within the next two weeks 
The subcommittee is also 
scheduled to question John 
Bartels, the head of the drug agen- 
cy 


Street Drug 
Labs Busted 


(ZNS) The government's Drug 
Entorcement Administration (The 
D.F.A.) has tough new 
guidelines which could curtail or 
even destroy the work carried out 
by more drug 
analysis labs” around the United 
States 

The labs are special private 
licensed by the 
government, which analyze. the 
various kinds of illicit drugs sold 
on the streets 

The labs—including Drug 
Awareness in Minneapolis: 
Pharmchem in Palo Alto; and the 
Do It Now Foundation in 
Phoenix urge people who pur- 
chase unknown drugs to submit 
them for expert testing 

The idea behind the labs is that 
hundreds of thousands of people 
who want to purchase and take

Clark Taylor 
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~ "Being An Active Pacifist Was Really Difficult’

Most students now attending 
CSUS don't remember Clark 
Taylor, who was once Associate 
Professor of Anthropology here 
In 1970. Taylor was, in effect, pres- 
sured into resignation by some 
rather incredible circumstances 
Taylor has been in “exile” in Mex- 
ico until last summer, and he met 
with this reporter Wednesday to 
relate his story 

In 1966, Taylor was instrumen- 
tal in forming a Mexican- 
American educational project at 
CSUS that served as a model for 
two other states. He said that at 
one time he was approached by 
some people who were angry with 
the fact that Taylor, who is white, 
should be director of a Mexican- 
American organization 


“What do you know about dis- 
crimination?” Taylor was asked by 
the students. He was. then

threatened by the group. He 
counteracted the threat by inviting 
one of the students to breakfast. At 
that breakfast, Taylor explained, 
he convinced the group that he did, 
indeed, know what discrimination 
was about —and he convinced tht 
group injust two words: “I'm gay.” 


By 1970, Taylor had become 
outspoken on the subject of his 
homosexuality and tried to forma 
campus organization 
“The Society For Homosexual 
Freedom.” The CSUS ad- 
ministration would not recognize 
the group as an “official” campus 
organization because, as statedina 
letter by Dr. Otto Butz, then ac- 
ting-President of CSUS,_ the

Near the end of the letter, 
Tavior said: “I have left on a 
pilgnmage to take sacraments with 
members of the Native American 
Church.” This group, in case you 
don't remember, won a battle in the 
courts, granting that they could 
legally use the Peyote cactus (a 
strong hallucinogenic) as part of 
their practice. Taylor dissappeared 
and did not return to the United 
States until last summer. He spent 
time working on a coconut plan- 
tation in southern Mexico and 
later did anthropology field work 

He stayed in Mexico until he 
happened to meet a vacationing 
lawver in Mexico who convinced 
him that if he would come back to 
this country that the charges could 
probably be negotiated to a lesser 
offense 


resignation 


He was cleared of most of the 
charges last summer and receiveda 
suspended sentence with three 
years probation and a $400 fine. 

“The most disillusioned point of 
my life.” Taylor said Wednesday, 
“was coming back and making a 
guilty plea.” 

Taylor talked of his experiences 
south of the border and said, “I 
loathe to say | am bitter, but other 


people have told me | am. It wasa 
big wound but it’s healing itself.” 


Taylor is now working on a 
dissertation at the University of 
California at Berkeley and teach- 
ing part-time. He seems to have 
hope for the future 


“At times | was so bitter at our 
collective hypocrisy that I thought 
I never wanted to return. On the 
other hand, it was a beautiful ex- 
perience.” 

Reflecting on the trouble he en- 
countered at CSUS, Taylor con 
cluded, “! hope nothing like it ever 
happens again. It seems to me we 
all lost. The college embarassed 
itself more than | embarassed it.” 


It seems apparent that the his- 
tory of the CSUS administrationin 
relation to its faculty has been one 
of numerous reprisals. We need 
only view the Gerassi case of this 
year to substantiate this fact 


Taylor surmised that perhaps it 
was good that he left because “it 
was the end of an era. Student ac- 
tivism was over.” It is interesting to 
consider what would happen today 
if the same circumstances took 
place on this campus. Would 
Taylor receive as little student sup- 
port as Gerassi did? The answer, 
sadly enough, is probably yes.

CSUS Prof Teaches 
Fitness School 


Dr. W. A. Bynum? professor of 
physical education at Califorma 
State University, Sacramento, an- 
nounced that a few places are still 
open in the Summer Sports Fitness 
School, a six-week training 
program tor students age 9 through

This will mark the second year 
the Sports Fitness School has been 
held at the University under Dr 
Bynum’s direction. 

He said that 100 boys and girls 
will take part in the program, 
which will feature a number of 
sports activities, including swim- 
ming, tumbling, weight training, 
tennis and other racket sports, field

Hemp was not always the 
notorious plant inthe U.S. that itis 
now. |!puntil the mid 1930's it was 
a highly valued utilitarian plant. At 
the turn of the century a pigeon 
fancier tending to his Sunday 
chores might have picked up a can 
of hemp seed and the garden shears 
and headed out to the coop to give 
the birds their weekly tonic and on 
the way back trim the hemp hedge

form C. Gigantea is commonest; 
this reaches a height of 10 ft. and 
more. The seeds are usually sown 
where the plants are to stand; but if 
quick effects are wanted, they may 
be sturted indoors in pots or boxes 
Hemp makes excellent screens in 
remote places.” 


Pigeon breeders and 
gallinaceous bird fanciers often 
called hemp seed “pigeon candy” 
and knew that it was a seed the 
birds “become inordinately fond 
of. Breeders considered it a 
stimulant, and @ was usually fed as 
a delicacy after the usual ration 


In Wendell Levi's classic work 
The Pigeon he advises: “in addition 


to the actual physical effect 
produced upon the bird’s body, its 
feeding has a decided beneficial 
psychological effect upon the bird’s 
happiness. Pigeons fed sparingly 
with a little hemp in the middle of 
the day during the moulting season 
take @ new interest in life which ts 
almost inconceivable.” 


But hemp isa shv bearer of seed 
Seed was a by product of hemp 
cultivation tor fiber and ornament, 
which died with the Marijuana Tax 
Act of 1937 and the discovery of 
Manila hemp. A duty on the im- 
portation of hemp seed and man- 
datory sterilization of all commer- 
cial seed spelled an end to hemp as 
birdseed

related to on-campus copying. 


General Copy Systems Response, In Appreciation for support from CSUS Students & Faculty 


A. THE COMPANY 


1. General Copy Systems, inc. is a locally owned California 
corporation, paying both state and local taxes. Sacramento 
County taxes atone were approximately $4000 this past year. 


2. General Copy has continually upgraded its equipment and 
production methods to provide quality work, on ® imely 
schedule, at competitive prices. Our entry into the bond 
copy service was made after the campus expressed e need 
for our service. Af that time, Xerox, a New York 
Corporation, was the only available firm oftering the service. 
Our firm has successfully competed in offering a 
comperabie service for the past three years. 

3. General Copy has adjusted its work schedules to provide jobs 
for students and their spouses. Over ten people have been 
employed in this capacity. At the present time we employ 
three recent CSUS graduates. 

4. We are actively engaged in affirmative action and employment 
of veterans. We currently employ minorities and Viel Nam 
era veterans on our staff. 


5. General Copy Systems, inc. is not a printing business. We 
perform a copying service as do other independen con 
tractors. Printing iavolves a much broader service which comes 
under the heading of graphic arts. This involves camera 
lithography, letterpress printing, four color processing, 
halftone reproduction, photo composition, typesetting, 
folding, etc. We-perform none of these functions. Our 
function is strictly copying in the same sense of the 
word that Xerox Corporation can perform copying. 

{i am using their name not in critical sense, but 

only to Mustrate a point of comparison). 

Some may argue that there is a difference in that a portion 
of our service includes labor. However, | can cite many 
examples where Xerox operators are provided to do the same 
types of jobs we are doing. 

6. To further comment on the company position as a legitimate 
copying service for the CSUS campus, | would like to correct 
an error in the May 7 articie which implies that we were 
brought on to campus through 3 contract with the State. 
This is totally Incorrect as we have no State contract. 
in fact, 8 appears impossible for small business to obtain 
a State Price Schedule such as has been provided to 
large national corporations. We feel this is a dis- 
criminatory practice. However, this is ancther question 
which should not be further dealt with here. 


The fact is we have been required to submit to rigorous 

bidding procedures and are under contract with the CSUS 

and the Hornet Foundations. in-these contracts both Foundations 
have provided for full support of our operation. 


B. CAMPUS SUPPORT 


1. in addition to job opportunities, we have returned more 
than $30,000 to the Foundations as commissions. These 
funds are subsequently aliocated to the campus needs by 
those organizations, most of which have gone to the Library 
to support needed services for their patrons. 


2. We have supported advertising in the Horne. 


3. Regarding the copy center in the Bookstore, we not only 
provide student service but the center serves as a 
co-ordinating point for departmental copy work and over aii 
campus maintenance service. 


With this facility, our effectiveness to support the departments 
is greatly enhanced. 


4. % is our opinion that our record of campus support would 
rank favorable with most “on campus” organization as weli 
as “otf campus” organizations.

C. REPRODUCTION ECONOMICS 

tn the May 7th article & was mentioned that the Hornet Foundation Is con- 
sidering taking over the Hornet inc. shop. We aseume thai this proposal 
would include changing the emphasis from printing fo a quick copying such 
as we are providing. 

We would be happy to offer help, advice, and discuss the economics of such 
& proposal. : : 

For the purposes of this letter a couple of points should be mentioned: 


1. A competitive automated copy service will cost closer 
to $40,000 as opposed to the $18,000 mentioned in the 
May 7th article. 

2. Maintenance on this equipment costs $2700 per year. 

3. We can show that our equipment and operating costs are 
substantially tower than would be the case if the Hornet 
Foundation were to undertake such a project. To compete 
would require the project to operate at a loss at tax- 
payers’ expense or result in increased prices to the | 
students. 


4. The portion of our service which requires expensive 
automated equipment produces approximately $1000 of 
student revenue per month. Out of this, cost of goods 
and expenses must be met. 


The only way we are able to operate successfully at a 
small profit is because the equipment is used main'y to 
produce copies for the general business community. 
There would be no way to survive if CSUS students were 
the only business; this portion amounts to only 10% 

of the total business. 


{ assume the Hornet Foundation would not be able to engage 
in soliciting the off-campus business necessary to 
justify the program. 

Currently, the Hornet Foundation enjoys a net return from 
our operation without the need for capital investment 

or personne! considerations. Objectively, | cannot see 
justification for changing this arrangement. We've enjoyed 
the support of the Foundation. We know the Bookstore 
personnel have appreciated the many difficulties we, 

as a small business, have had to endure to put together 

a rather innovative program which is just now beginning 

to break even. it has been a costly endeavor, but one 

which has in my opinion been beneficial to the campus community. 


D. COMMITTEE TO RESTRICT PRIVATE BUSINESS 


We have always been ied to understand that competition is desired by the 
campus as a tool in providing the best service at the lowers possible cost. 


From your article of May 7th it is indicated that this philosophy may be 
changing since it was mentioned that a committee is being formed to deter- 
mine which business shail be allowed to operate on campus. This is of vital 
concern 4o us since we have felt pressure from several sources that we may 
be one of the vendors which will be at ieast restricted in our operation. We 
have difficulty in understanding implications cf possible restruction of our 
copying service without mention of the same type of service, only using 
different equipment. 

A question which comes to mind is will the campus committee being formed 
to evaluate on-campus business operations include any representatives 
from the private sector being affected?
